Governor of Riyadh Prince Sattam, and 
other senior officials. 

Earlier in die day, the two heads held a 
meeting attended by Prince Sultan, Foreign 
Minister Prince Saud AJ- Faisal and the King's 
special Adviser Dr. Rash ad Pharaon. lie 
Jordanian delegation to the talks included 
Prime Minister Abdul Hamid Sbaiaf, the 
director of King Hussein's office Ahmad 
Al-Lozi, the head of the royal court, and 
Jordanian Ambassador to Saudi Arabia: 
Tharwat ATTalhouni. 

The ambassador la ter . told newsmen that 
the talks dealt with Arab and international 
affairs and Saudi Arabian- Jordanian rela- 
tions. In the morning, King Hussein also held 
talks with Prince Fahd, and Prince Saud. 

Sudan contacts Sanaa 

SANAA, April 29 (R) — President Ali 
Abdallah Saleh of North Yemen has received 
a message from Sudanese President Jaafar 
Numeiry, Sanaa radio said Monday night. 

The message, the contents of which were 
not officially disclosed, was believed to have 
dealt with the security of the Red Sea and 
bilateral relations. 

Both North Yemen and Sudan have often 
declared that the Red Sea area should be kept 
free from power struggle.

Carter urged 
to mitigate 
film’s impact

WASHINGTON, April 29 — The 
National Association of Arab Americans has 
urged President Carter to intervene person- . 
ally “to mitigate the negative impact" on 
U.S.-Saudi relations of next month’s planned 
television showing of die controversial film 
‘ ‘ Death qf a Princess. ' ’ 

“Our concern is that Saudi Arabia, a vital 
ally of the United States, has been deeply 
offended by a film that is about to be shown 
on a federally-assisted network in the United 
States," said NAAA President Joanne McK- 
enna in a letter ip Carter. 

The film is Jar„d tc be aired May 12 over 
220 stations affiliated with the Public Broad- 
casting Service (PBS) , an indirect recipient of 
federal funds. 

The NAAA made no specific recommen- 
dations regarding the film and did not request 
that it be banned. 

But the organization urged that Carter 
“personally take all possible steps to mitigate 
the negative impact of this situation on 
U.S.-Saudi ties." 

Tn Copenhagen the Associated Press 
reported die Federation of Danish Industries 
warned that the television documentary 
‘ ‘ Death of a Princess ’ ’ has to be of "an 
extremely high quality’ to justify all the risks 
involved in its possible broadcasting it here. 

In a statement, federation president Erik 
Rasmussen said it was up to Radio Denmark 
to decide on the screening of the film. 

But Rasmussen stressed that in “weighing 
off quality against price” the calculation most 
take into account the risk of the loss of annual 
Danish exports worth 700 million kroner 
($125 million) and the loss of up to 2.000 jobs 
in Denmark if Saudi Arabia retaliates 
economically for the showing of the film. - 

The Saudi government strongly protested 
when the fihn was shown ih Britain. 

“Adding to this the turnover of Danish 
engineering and donStrticticm Srins in Saudi 
Arabia the risk will exceed one tuition kroner 
($179 million) the- federation president 
said. 

Rasmussen also said the broadcast Would 
be “a peculiar contribution" to the Danish 
government’s current efforts to secure long- 
term state- to- state, oil supply contracts with 
Middle East countries. 

Spokesmen of all political parties in 
Denmark say Radio Denmark must take its 
own decision purely on a basis of quality and 
that there can be no political interference. 

Meanwhile, Radio Denmark representa- 
tives, who viewed the film at Cannes last 
weelL said they needed at least a couple of 
weeks more to make up their minds. 


Hyundai 

banned 

4 other firms 
denied bidding

JEDDAH, April 29 — The South Korean 
firm of Hyundai Construction was banned 
faun the Kingdom for two years and fined 
SR3Q0 million while four other foreign com- 
panies were excluded from bidding for the 
Khafji desalination project because of over- 
bidding. 

The four other companies were named as 
IHI and C. Itoh of Japan. Wagner Biro of 
Austria and Technic of France. 

The Hyundai ban covers both the govern- 
ment and private sectors because the firm had 
“ offended the national interests of the King- 
dom,” according to an official statement 
issued Tuesday. 

Hyundai officials in Jeddah and Riyadh 
expressed surprise at the announcement, 
which they had not heard until contacted by 
A raft News. .General affairs manager in Jed- 
dah Hak Tong Yoo said he was “ much sur- 
prised " and did not know why it happened. 
He said his company lias a large number of 
sites in the country. A Hyundai manager in 
Riyadh said he had “ no idea why it hap- 
pened. ” 

The manager of Hyundai's Saudi Arabian 
operations. S.Y. Park, might have been 
involved in an attempt to bribe a senior Saudi 
Arabian official of the Military Works Direc- 
torate in the Ministry of Defense and Avia- 
tion. A sum of $8 million was mentioned. The 
official refused to be bribed and alerted the 
security au thorites, who arrested Park. 

The ban will deal a blow to the company, 
which has been very active in the Kingdom. 
Saudi Arabia is the most important overseas 
construction market for the firm as well as for 
South Korea as a whole 

Hyundai’s big break came in early 1976 
with the $ 931 million Jubail industrial Har- 
bor project. It won the $ 316 million Jubail 
offshore facilities contract (through the U.S. 
army Corps of Engineers as contract man- 
ager), the $ 347 million Al-Khobar Phase II 
desalination and power plant and well more 
than $ 1 billion worth of housing in Jeddah 
and Al-Khobar through the Ministry of 
Housing and Public Works. 

In fact the directive banning Hytindai from 
further dealing with any or government agen- 
cies was issued shortly after the incident was 
known to the authorities. At the! time, the 
company still had a two-year backlog of 
work, and contract volume in the Middle East 
had totaled $ 4 billion since 1975. 

Hyundai started modestly in K6rea under 
Ju Yang Chung through successful projects at 
home and abroad. Hie firm diversified into 
heavy industries, automobile manufacture, 
shipping and ship building. With more than 
100.000 employees, it is a mainstay of 
Korean industry.

KUWAIT, April 29 (R) — Iran’s Foreign 
Minister Sadeq Ghotbzadeh escaped an 
assassination attempt Tuesday when shots 
were fired at a motorcade taking him to meet 
the ruler of Kuwait Sheikh Jaber AT Sabah. 

Chief government spokesman Abdul Aziz 
Hussein said several shots were fired at the 
convoy of cars. It was not known who or bow 
many persons were involved in the attack but 
a detailed statement would be issued later. 

The Kuwait News Agency said bullets hit a 
car in the motorcade but no one was bun. 
Police moved in to investigate. Unruffled by 
the shooting, which occurred about five 
kilometers from the Ruler* s palace overlook- 
ing the Gulf, Ghotbzadeh drove on for his 
scheduled talks with the emir. 

The agency said he met the ruler in the 
presence of Kuwait’s Foreign Minister 
Sheikh Sabah Al- Ahmad Al- Sabah, and the 
Iranian Ambassador in Kuwait. Dr. All 
Shams. 

The Iranian minister is on a week-long 
Arab tour aimed at seeking greater under- 
standing at Iran’s policies in its dispute with 
the United States over the U.S. embassy hos- 
tages. seized in Tehran last November. 

Ghotbzadeh has already visited Syria and 
Lebanon. Kuwait was the first stop in his Gulf 
tour, which will also cover the United Arab 
Emirates (UAE) and Bahrain. 

Kuwait and Bahrain have rejected any 
suggestion that they would join the United 
States. Wefctem Europe and Japan in an 
economic boycott of Iran over the hostages 
issue. j 

The Gulf states have stayed carefully aloof 
from the Inmian-U.S. row. But last week 
they joined other states of the 42- member 
Islamic Organization Conference iu con- 
demning the imposition of economic sanc- 
tions or the use of military force against Iran. 

In Lebanon Ghotbzadeh has urged the 
Palestinians and the Lebanese to show more 
unity and aggressiveness toward Israel.

Muskie nominated as Vance replacement 


WASHINGTON, April 29 ( AP) — Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter on Tuesday said be will 
nominate Senator Edmund S. Muskie of 
Maine to succeed Cyrus R. Vance as Secret- 
ary of State, congressional sources said. 

Carter notified top congressional leaders 
of his decision Tuesday afternoon before he 
was scheduled to make the announcement at 
a nationally broadcast news conference. 

Muskie is chairman of the Senate Budget 
Committee and was the Democratic wee 
presidential candidate in 1968. 

Senate sources said the choice of Muskie, 
highly respected on Capitol Hill, virtually 
assured that the nomination would be con- 
firmed. . , 

In Cairo, President Anwar Sadat said 
Tuesday that Vance’s resignation does not 
affect the fete of the ongoing Palestinian aut- 
onomy talks. 

“CY is a dear friend, and he has his full 
right to his own opinion,” Sadat told repor- 
ters. , _ 

But the Egyptian leader, speaking before 
he met with members of his ruling National 
Democratic Party, said he does not believe it 
would retard the talks aimed at granting self 
rule to 1 2 million Palestinians living in Israeli 


occupied territories. 

At the United Nations, Secretary- General 
Kurt Waldheim praised Vance in a statement 
read by his spokesman on his behalf after 
Vance resigned in Washington Monday. 

The statement of Waldheim's said that in 
the last few months, “the secretary-general 
has been frequently in contact with Secretary 
Vance in the course of efforts to find a solu- 
tion to all aspects of the Iranian crisis.” 

From Mexico City. Sen. Edward M. Ken- 
nedy said Monday U.S. foreign policy’ under 
president Jimmy Carter is unpredictable and 
claimed that Vance knew more about the 
aborted miss ion to rescue American hostages 
in Iran than has been made public. 

The senator from Massachusetts, trailing 
Carter in the Democratic party race for the 
presidential nomination, also urged an 
immediate investigation by the Senate Fore- 
ign Relations Committee of the incident in 
Iran in which eight servicemen were reported 
killed. 

Vance has told aides he fears President 
Timmy Carter plans new and “possibly 
dang erous military moves' 1 in the Gulf reg- 
ion, tile London Evening Standard reported 
Tuesday. 


The paper’s Washington correspondent, 
Jeremy Campbell, said in a front-page report 
that Vance made the disclosure in a private 
farewell meeting with aides after resigning 
because he disagreed with Carter’s abortive 
bid to rescue the 50 American hostages 

Campbell, who gave no sources for his 
report, said Vance told his aides one of the 
reasons he quit was in hopes that his action 
would head off military action by the Carter 
administration. 

Campbell said Vance believes belligerent 
statements of possible UJs. Naval action in 
die Gulf by Carter's National Security 
Adviser Zbigniew Braezinski is “more than 
just talk” and presages “new acts of force 
against Iran.” 

The Standard report said Vann’s aides do 
not believe his resignation will counter the 
hawkish Btzezmskfs apparently growing 
influence in the White House on the Iran 
crisis. 

Campbell said that Vance told his aides he 
fears any U.S. military moves now could lead 
to a confrontation- with die Soviet Union, 
neutralizing all his efforts to build up greater 
cooperation betw een Moscow and Washing- 
ton. 


Carter aborts rescue 
after Soviet threat

WASHINGTON, April 29 — President 
Jimmy Carter aborted last week's hostage 
rescue mission in Iran after the Soviet Union 
threatened an attack from its bases in neigh- 
boring Afghanistan, according to defense 
sources here. 

Using the “Hot Line”. Kremlin leaders 
warned the American president that Soviet 
forces along the Afghanistan border would 
move into Iran and attempt to block the 
rescue effort if the U.S. “Blue Light” com- 
mando team advanced toward Tehran from 
its landing site in Iran's eastern desert, the 
sources said. 

According to some reports, Soviet fighter 
jets buzzed the American staging area near 
Tabas to reinforce the warning. After con- 
sulting with his advisers, Carter decided to 
scrub the mission, rather than risk a confron- 
tation with the Soviets, sources said.Col. 
Charles Beckwith, the commander of the 
U.S. rescue team, is reported to have disag- 
reed with the presidents decision, and 
wanted to proceed with the operation despite 
the Soviet threat. But Beckwith complied 
with Carter's order to withdraw immediately, 
and in the rush to leave the staging area, a 
helicopter and a C-130 transport collided, 
killing eight crewmen and injuring five 
others.There are reports, as yet unconfirmed, 
that Beckwith plans to resign in protest. Pen- 
tagon spokesmen would not comment Tues- 
day on any possible Soviet involvement in the 
abortive rescue incident. Nor would the Pen- 
tagon reveal the present whereabouts of 
Beckwith and his 90-man commando unit 

Press reports said the “Blue Light” team 
flew to Egypt following the failed mission. An 
army spokesman said Tuesday it had not 
received the resignation of Beckwith or 
“anybody else" connected with die mission. 

Meanwhile, informed sources said that on 
April 10 the American rescue team con- 
ducted its final "dress rehearsal" for the 
operation in southern Egypt before leaving 



President Jimmy Carter 
for Iran. Earlier rehearsals had been con- 
ducted in a top-secret area of a military test 
site in the southern deserts of the suite of 
Nevada. 

Egypt has denied the commando team 
conducted any " rehearsals” on Egyptian soil. 

Meanwhile in Stratford. Connecticut, offi- 
cials of the manufacturer of RH-53 helicop- 
ters have cut off comment on the craft in the 
face of mounting criticism, the Associated 
Press said . Three of eight RH-53s. manufac- 
tured by Sikorsky, a subsidiary of United 
Technologies Corp. "broke down" and 
forced the abandonment of the mission late 
Thursday in the Iranian desert. 

Spokesman Bo Carroll said Monday night 
that the company has made its complete 
statement and will have no further explana- 
tion on why two of the helicopters “broke 
down " and one suffered hydraulic problems. 

Sikorsky officials issued! statement Friday 
night that there had never been a similar 
accident for the helicopters, adding that gen- 
erally the RH-53 isn't prone to breakdown. 

The company also said the helicopters that 
the U.S. Navy used were fftrt of 30 such craft 
built between 1973 and 1976.

Several thousand plots of land were allot- 
ted to people of low-income south of Jed- 
dah’s Obhor creek more than five years ago. 
Although the recipients of these plots were 
given layouts and the notary public docu- 
ments issued documents, no-one has been 
able yet to locate fee plot — not even the 
municipal engineers seem to know the loca- 
tion of the plots. 

Despite all optimism over fresh allotments, 
I find it quite improbable for the municipality 
to cope with new requests in a short time. 
Those possessing documents must first be 
given those plots if they really exist, other- 
wise they ought to be compensated wife 
alternative plots. Likewise, thousands of citi- 
zens who have been awarded royal bousing 
benefits must also be provided wife land plots. 

Meanwhile, it was greatly hoped that the 
crash housing program will solve the problem 
for thousands of people now awaiting fee 
allotment pf plots to build houses. It is 


regrettable, however, that the residential 
blocks were erected at a quick pace but still 
awaited their occupants. 

It is earnestly hoped feat the ministerial 
committee, which was constituted to consider 
allotment of these apartments, will accelerate 
its recommendations. It is a big achievement, 
though, that fee Ministry of Housing and 
Public Works has built thousands of apart- 
ments in a record tune. 

If fed housing problem still does not find a 
rapid solution, the crash housing problem win 
reflect on itself, and will disappoint many 
people including the ministry officials who 
worked hard to accomplish this stupendous 
task in a short time. 

In my view, fee solution does not lie in the 
allotment of more plots which do not, how- 
ever, seem to be available, but in fee speedy 
rehabilitation of people in a number of hous- 
ing programs including those of fee Ministry 
of Finance on Mecca road. If this done, the 
demand for more plots will decline and the 
Municipality of Jeddah wall then be able to 
make provisoes for fee deserving.

Hong Kong athletes. . . try harder 


HONG KONG. April 29 ( AP) — in terms 
of human resources. Hong Kong has plenty, 
bur in terms of athletic talents, it has scanty. 

Hong Kong, with a population of nearly 6 
milli on crowded in 1 50 square miles (241 sq 
km.) has not won any medal since its firsts 
participation in the Olympic Gumes in 1 952. ' 

In 1 976 a news report from Montreal said 
Hong Kong athletes broke a record of sorts 
by coming in last in almost every event. 

Yet, the issue of Hong Kong’s participation 
in the -1 980 summer Olympics in Moscow is 
hotly debated. 

The Hong Kong government favors ar. 
all-out boycott, apparently for fear of offend- 
ing its biggest political and economic partners 
Britain, China and the United States. It has 
withdrawn its S 200,000 financial contribu- 
tion to the Hong Kong Olympic Committee. 

However, committee President A. Sales 
says the decision is none of the government s 
business. "It is up to individual sports associa- 
tions to decide,’’ he says. 

Among the associations, the opinion is 
split. So far, four associations — judo, shoot- 
ing, swimming and fencing — have decided to 
send athletes to Moscow. Four others — cycl- 
ing, Canoeing, archery and athletics — have 
agreed to go along with the goverments pol- 
icy. 


Among the strongest advocates for partici- 
pation is Colin Day. chairman of the Hong 
Kong Amateur Swimming Association, who 
said "Hong Kong swimmers a re going for the 
sake of participation instead of winning." 

Government officials scciti optimistic that 
a total boycott is possible despite the split 
decision. 

A highly-placed government official, who 
asked not to be identified, said. "The deci- 
sions are by no means final. Something is 
bound lo happen before May 20.” May 20 is 
the deadline for Olympic entries.

Holidays value-packed all the way 
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BEFORE IT IS TOO LATE 

It is no exaggeration to say that a great deal of the present 
isolation and loss of prestige the United States suffers from 
today can be laid at the door of its wrong headed pursuance of 
the ill-starred Camp David approach to a Middle East settle- 
ment. It is true that many of the crises facing U.S. foreign 
policy- makers have different origins. But it is also true that the 
United States would have been in a much better position to 
deal with them butrfor its choice of Sadat and Begin as exclu- 
sive allies. As it is, American policy at the moment can hope 
for no friendly echoes except from these all too interested 
parties. 

The Americans have no one to blame but themselves. Their 
friends in the area went out of their way to try to keep the door 
■>pen. They have not been stingy with advice and appraisal. 
They kept to the quietest of quiet diplomacy so that what they 
took to be their friend and ally would not be embarrassed. 
They sought not to pressure but to persuade. But all to no 
avail. The American administration, it seemed, could hear no 
voice but that of Sadat and Begin, and went on seeking 
remedy for the original error by further errors until all of its 
true friends began to despair. 

The moderate Arab countries of the Middle East still think 
that the Americans hold the key to a comprehensive and just 
solution. The administration can still unmake the series Of 
mistakes it has made . They have warned that unless it does so, 
and quite soon, extremism will make a comeback m the area, 
and it will be too late. Both America's prestige and interests 
have already suffered a great deal in the area. Unless the 
present policy on the Camp David approach is reversed, the 
harm done will be irreversible 

COLONIZING PUSH 

The Soviet invasion erf Afghanistan and the dangerous esca- 
lation of the American- Iranian crisis following the disastrous 
attempt at a military rescue, have had the effect of stealing the 
limelight from the continuing agony erf the Palestinians, espe- 
cially those living under Israeli occupation hi the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip. • 

Israel has been quick to use the opportunity. Its efforts at 
colonizing the occupied areas have teen redoubled, and its 
tactics have become even more brutal. The latest and more 
worrying trend is the use of Zionist thugs to terrorize Arab 
towns and villages, to soften their inhabitants for die next 
colonizing push. 

The response of West Bankers has been resolute. Their 
retaliatory strike continued for four days and was turning into 
a civil insurrection of the first -magnitude. Throughout die 
towns and villages of the West Bank, the resounding Arab No 
to all attempts at the absorption of the occupied territories and 
the liquidation of the Palestinian aspirations has been heard. 

The fear is that the international .situation, as well as that of 
the Arab world, will let that voice go unheeded. The Arab 
world, when it is not regarding the dissolution of detente 
apprehensively, is passing through a phase of almost unparal- 
ialed division and inoohesion. The Americans, when they are 
not thinking of their presidential flections, are totally 
absorbed in the problem of hostages held in Iran. The Soviets 
are engaged in subjugating Afghanistan. The European pow- 
ers are preoccupied with their faltering economies as well as 
with supporting the Americans over Iran. 

The people of the West Bank have fought hard for their 
land, dignity afed national aspirations before, and they will 
continue to fight with all the means available to them. Yet, 
they cannot, given the balance of power, win alone. The Arab 
world and the international community will have to rush to 
their aid, and to remedy the historic injustice under which they 
have been forced to live these last three decades. 


Will Nkomo 
pose a threat 
to Mugabe ?

' SALISBURY — 

As the mists of euphoria surrounding the inde- 
pendence of Zimbabwe begin to disperse, the 
brooding bulk of Joshua Nkomo is emerging as the 
principal political obstacle in the path of Robert 
Mugabe’s government 

Nkomo. the 63-year-old father figure of Zim- 
babwean nationalism, saw his hopes of leading the 
country to foil independence dashed in last Febru- 
ary's election. His Patriotc Front party (PF) won 
only 20 of the 80 black seats in parliament. 

Worse still, the distribution of die PF vote con- 
firmed that Nkomo remains restricted to a tiny 
power base in western Zimbabwe. Nkomo took the 
election result badly but even more humiliations 
were to come. 

Mugabe allowed Nkomo the potentially powerful 
protfolio of home affairs but diluted his respon- 
sibilities by transferring die administration of the 
Tribal Trust lands, where about 8 O' per cent of the 
black population live, to another ministry. 

Otherwise die PF party secured only three 
cabinet posts — the minor portfolios of natural 
resources, public works, and mines and' was allowed 
only one senate seaL 

In public Nkomo took his defeat gracefully. In 
private, however, be is known to be becoming 
increasingly bitter at the direction events have 
taken since the election. 

At a small dinner party held at government house 
in Salisbury to celebrate the arrival of Prince 
Charles for the independence celebrations, Nkomo 
sat sulking, ignoring all efforts to engage him in 
conversation. 

Officials of his party protested angrily through- 
out the week at the tiny allocation of tickets they 
received to the independence ceremony, compared 
to Mugabe's Zimbabwe African National Union 
(ZANU). 

“They've turned it into a ZANU rally" one offi- 
cal complained. 

Nkomo himself left the ceremony well before the 
end ifl a move seen as a further indication of his 
anger. 

Equally concerned at die turn of events are the 
guerrillas of Nkomo" s Zimbabwe People's 
Revolutionary Army (ZIPRA), once technically 
allies of Mugabe's Zimbabwe African National 
Liberation Army (ZANLA) in the fight for inde- 
pendence. 

Of the 29,000 guerrillas gathered in ceasefire 
assembly, points, only 6,500 belong to ZIPRA. 
reflecting the relatively small role Nkomo' s men 
played in the war. Another 6,000 were to be repat- 
riated from bases in Zambia but the program was 
halted after only 2,500 came in following a dispute 
over the weapons they could bring in. 

ZIPRA. which received Soviet backing through- 
out die war, is immeasurably better equipped than 
ZANLA, possessing heavy tanks and “Stalin 
organ" rocket launchers in its armory, against the 
light arms which ZANLA secured mostly from 
China. 

British instructors responsible for the first steps 
to create a new integrated Zimbabwean Army 
freely admit that ZIPRA provide the better recruits 
on the rugged training courses they have devised. 
Should quality prove to be the only gauge, Nkomo 
is thus well placed to see his men occupy a dominant 
place in the new army. 

Among British officials there was growing con- 
cern during the final stages of the transition from 
Rhodesia to Zimbabwe that Mugabe might go too 
far in his handling of Nkomo and tilt him doser to 
the Soviet Union, another bitter loser from 
Mugabe's victory. 

Mugabe's government has been publidy cool 
toward the Soviet Union, which refused to help 
ZANLA during the war, and virtually ignored Mos- 
cow’s low-level delegation to die independence 
celebrations. 

British offitials fear that Nkomo and the Soviets 
could find common cause in their share of humilia- 
tions and together present a major threat to the 
stability of Mugabe's government should the prime 
minister not show more magnanimi ty toward his 
former ally. 

Mugabe’s party for its part argues that the scale of 
its victory means that it did not have to offer Nkomo 
anything and that it has already shown adequate 
recognition of the role he played in the nationalist 
struggle. A documentary on this struggle screened 
on television on independence ni g ht, however 
refereed only to ZANLA' s role in the war and did 
not mention ZIPRA at all. (OFNS) 
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Japan opposes increased defense spending

TOKYO - 

Japan has secured peace for the past 35 years by 
relying on others. Now, in both Tokyo and 
Washington, there are moves to end that reliance. 

But in his preparations for a meeting with Presi- 
dent Timmy Carter in Washington at the end of 
April. Prime Minister Masayoshi Ohira is seeking 
convincing arguments why Japan will have to move 
slowly in increasing its defense spending. 

The argument is over a mere 0.1 per cent of 
Japan’ s gross national product. That would repres- 
ent an extra S 1,700 million in military spending a 
year — bat psychologically it is a big jump for die 
Japanese to take. 

A sense of urgency has been injected into the 
defense debate by the U^. -Soviet confrontation 
over Afghanistan. 

As a result, on the northernmost island of Hok- 
kaido. the men and machines of the Ground Self 
Defense Force's 7th Mechanized Division are 
undergoing training in die snows with a new sense 
of purpose. 

Recently retired Gen. Hiroomi Kurisu, formerly 
Japan's highest ranking uniformed officer, has pro- 
duced a scenario whereby the Russians would land 
a force on the beaches of Wakkanai, Hokkaido's 
northern- most town, and another on the eastern 
pan of the island where a mechanized rifle division 
could roll across the central flatlands to seize the 
main industrial centers. 

The assumed object would be seizure of tfi£ key 
Soya and Tsugaru Straits, which, the general says. 
Would give the Via div os lock- based Soviet Far East 
fleet unopposed access to the Pacific Ocean. 

It has long been a basic Japanese assumption that 


its forces would have to hold oat only for a short 
time before the Americans turned up to take over. 
Events throughout die strategic arc from East 
Africa through the Middle East to South-East Asia 
have knocked large holes in that scenario. The U.S. 
Seventh Fleet which used to protect Japan and its 
vital trade routes to the south -is now scattered 
across the Pacific and Indian Oceans. 

With so many new commitments stretching die 
available firepower painfully thin, Washington has 
firmly informed die Japanese that the time has 
come to assume the respond bifities of adulthood. 

America can no langer afford to be the indulgent 
parent, it is being argued, especially as it seems to 
get little thanks. Behind the American military pn> 
tective screen, Japan has prospered mightily and 
has made massive inroads into die American 
economy. 

But encouraging Japan to spend more on defense 
is not that simple. When he goes toWashingtonnext 
month. Prime Minister Ohira’ s argument is likely to 
be as follows: 

— Japan cannot move rapidlyto expand its milit- 
ary forces. One reason is the nation’s poor fin an rial 
condition, which depends heavily an government 
bonds to finance a large budgetary deficit. 
Increased taxes would be necessary for rapid milit- 
ary expansion, meaning decreased welfare spend- 
ing and a further deterioration in Japan’s still poor 
living standards. 

— If japan becomes a military power again too 
rapidly it will frighten its ndgbozs, who still have 
bad memories of Japanese wartime expansionism. 
This would upset the delicate political balance in 
the Far East and contribute to a heightening of 
tensions throughout a region where the interests of 


afl die main world powers collide. 

— Confidentially (Ohira might add to Carter) 
this is a political hot potato at home. I have only a 
paper-thin majority in the lower house, and face a 
difficult upper house election this summer, as well 
as a party leadership fight. 

AH the agonizing is over an American suggestion 
that Japan should step up its defense budget from 
die present 0.9 per cent to one per cent of gross 
national product. 

Toshio Komoto, a rival for the premiership in this 
December’s party election, has already made 
defense a key issue. He is insisting that the extra 0. 1 
per cent would involve at the most another $ 1 .700 
million which could be achieved without new bond 
issues, extra taxes or by catting into welfare costs. 

Komoto has begun wooing business circles, 
whose fmanoal support is vital in the premiership 
election and who generally seem to accept that 
Japan wall have to depend more on its own military 
resources. 

There has been an intense debate on the issue 
ever since early February when Hosai Hyuga. pres- 
ident of the Osaka- based JKansai Economic Federa- 
tion, suggested that Japan had a responsibility to at 
least raise its defense spending to 1.9 per cent, a 
level maintained by Switzerland as the lowest 
among Western industrialized states. 

Bat his other suggestion — die possibility of con- 
scription in times of emergency — aroused a storm 
erf criticism from left wing political parties. 

Few of his fellow senior businessmen have sup- 
ported Hyuga on the conscription idea, but most 
beGeve that there is a real danger of a major conflict 
in Asia in the next few years, for which Japan has to 
be militarily prepared. (OFNS) 


saudi press review 


A majority of newspapers 
Tuesday led with the United 
States Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance's resignation in protest 
over the abortive mititaiy opera- 
tion in Iran. Other lead stories 
centered King Hussein's arrival in 
Riyadh and his talks with King 
Kbaled on bilateral relations, 
Arab and international issues. 

Al Jaztrah played a statement 
by the Petroleum and Mineral 
Resources Undersecretary that 
the Saudi Arabian seal has enorm- 
ous reserves of mineral resources. 

Al Riyadh gave front-page 
treatment to European contacts 
on holding an emergency confer- 
ence to discuss international 
developments. Al Yom front- 
paged Israel's air, sea and land 
movements in South Lebanon 
amid reports by the secessionist 
militia of an attempt on the life of 
Saad Haddad. Moroccan King 
Hassan's warning on the gravest 
situation now being faced by the 
Arabs figured prominently in 
Oka z newspaper. 

Commenting on the situation in 
the Gulf region, Al Jadruh said 

editorial jy that peace in the region 
wiB continue to face grave threats 
so long as the U.S. Iranian crisis 
remains unsolved and a practic- 
able political formula is not found. 
The paper added that the situation 
demanded self-restraint and an 
objective approach to construc- 
tive proposals that might lead to a 
formula for settlement. 

In this connection, the paper 
suggested the upcoming 


Islamabad conference of Islamic 
Foreign Ministers take into con- 
sideration Iran's legitimate 
demand that the U.S. refrain from 
interfering in Iran's affairs in the 
future. The paper further sug- 
gested the Islamic conference ask 
the U.S. to cancel its decision on 
freezing Iranian assets and 
economic sanctions. 

Id addition, the Islamic confer- 
ence should pledge to the U.S. 
Administration on the safety of 
the hostages until necessary 
arrangements are made for their 
release and deportation through a 
special committee constituted for 
the purpose, the paper said. It 
added that the Islamic conference 
should fix a time limit of 30 days 
for the solution of the hostages 
crisis. In case of acceptance of 
these proposals, the paper said, 
both parties should refrain from 
any provocative action while the 
Islamic conference deals with the 
crisis and makes efforts to normal- 
ize the relations between Iran and 
the U.S. 

In an editorial. Al Riyadh said 
even if the U-S. military adventure 
had succeeded, it would have 
further confounded the situation 
that might have led to a world war. 
The paper reiterated that Iran’s 
peace and security was most 
essential for the Gulf region, 
which had supported the Iranian 
revolution mainly because it 
spoke in the name of Islam and 
expressed solidarity and coopera- 
tion with the Arab nation. 

Al Riyadh urged the Iranian 


leaders to reconsider Iran’s rela- 
tions with its neighbors in particu- 
lar, and with the Arab and Islamic 
world in general. The paper 
further called upon them to help in 
the continuance of Arab sympathy 
for the Iranian revolution, without 
offering any opportunity to any 
hostile force to intervene in the 
internal affairs of Iran. 

Okaz said in unequivocal terms 
that the age of military adventures 
bad dwindled and that a dialogue 
must always be found as the best 
means for settling disputes peace- 
fully. The paper said the King- 
dom's frank opinion on the U.S.- 
Iraman relations has had its echo 
in the world, which has only rein- 
forced its confidence in Saudi 
Arabia's policy that condemns 
military measures. 

The issue access tales a fresh 
pause to help the U.S. reconsider 
its policy toward Iran and other 
states, said the paper. It added 
that the U.S. ought to overhaul its 
policy if it really wishes to main- 
tain its position as a superpower in 
the world. The U.S. can regain this 
position if it adheres to the logic of 
right and justice and renounces 
the law ot the jungle and of 
medieval ages, the paper con- 
cluded. 

Dealing with the abortive 
American military venture in Iran, 
Al Medina described it as the big- 
gest error committed in the Carter 
Administration by trying to rescue 
the hostages using force. The 
mili t a ry operation has only 


enhanced the sympathy erf the 
Islamic wodd for Iran, it said, 
adding thkt it was time for the Ira- 
nian leaders to rise to the level of 
responsibilities and grave events 
of the present day. 

The paper advised them to 


become a helping factor in the 
elimination of disturbing situa- 
tions and obstacles that leave a 
negative impact on the Islamic sol- 
idarity. It said the “American 
reckless action has not only jolted 
die Islamic world, but also the 


U.S. Administration”. The resig- 
nation of Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance is proof enough that even 
tiie person who has been closest to 
the Administration has had to 
absolve himself of wanton acts, 
the paper concluded.

\ Gallery displays Ottoman textile designs

JEDDAH, — The Ottoman Empire 
regarded interior decoration as a high art 
form, and fabulous silks, brocades and vel- 
vets decorated the palaces of the Turkish Sul- 
tans in Istanbul in die 16th and 17th cen- 
turies. -Some of these superb textiles can now 
. *- be seed at an exhibition of Imperial Ottoman 
Textiles to be sold at the Colnaghi Gallery 
until 23rd May. 

This is the gallery’s ‘first exhibition of 
Oriental textiles and they form pan of a col- 
lection amassed by Baron Edmund de 
Rothschild during the earlier years of this 
century. This was a period when many at die 
great Oriental collections were formed as a 
. ^ result of an expansion of interest in the East 
u * that had already started at the end of the 1 9th 
"century. Indeed, Rothschild was a rival to 
Gulbenirian in seeking out the rarest and best 
examples from the Turkish palaces. 

Since then the Rothschild collection has 


remained intact and has never before been 
published 'or made available to the public 
Most of the 34 items have already been sold 
for prices ranging from $ 2,000 to $ 9.000. 

As the Ottoman Empire flourished and 
spread, it absorbed neighbouring cultures 
and fashions, notably Persian and Venetian, 
yet created its own powerful and distinctive 
look. After Marco Polo had made his jour- 
neys along the Silk Route to the East and 
brought back materials to Venice in the 14th 
century, Turkish weavers and embroiderers 
began to copy and adapt Venetian velvets 
and silks and then to improvise their own 
designs. I was surprised to see the tulip being 
used as a motif in many of the textiles on 
display, believing it to be a European flower. 
In fact, it appears that it was the other way 
round — tulips became predominant in Turk- 
ish art, reaching their height during the reign 
of Ahmed DPI (1703-1730) in the Age of 
Tulips. Hie tulip was taken op by Europeans 


and gave rise to the bulb industry in Holland. 

Flowers and geometrically-planned gar- 
dens are recurring designs in Turkish art, for 
the Ottomans’ vision of paradise was that of 
Islam as a whole and derived from the 
Oman**... those that have faith and do good 
works sbalj. dwell in the gardens of Eden with 
rivers foiling at their feet. Rednriixg on soft 
coaches, they shall be decked with bracelets 
of gold and arrayed in garments of fine green 
silk and rich brocade." 

Inside the palaces was a world of cool cour- 
tyards and enclosed gardens that afforded a 
refuge from the sun. Most of the textiles on 
desplay were used to decorate the sofa, or 
reception h3ll. which was the main area in the 
men’s quarters. Brilliant velvet cushions 
embroidered with gold and silver thread were 
spread over the covered benches, and rich 
patterns of tulips, carnations and hyacinths 
on brocade panels hung on the walls, mailing 
it a sumptuous and colorful place in which to 
relax, talk and take coffee.

‘Hardship brought strong determination’ 


Former queen talks of life and learning 


CAIRO, Egypt, April 29 (AP) — Squat- 
ting on a mat in a Cairo hotel room in slacks 
and casual s3k blouse, the former Oucen of 
Egypt fitted one of her paintings into a simple 
frame. 

Farida once lived in splendor as consort of 
the free-spending King Farouk. Now she 
paints for emotional solace, and to support 


“Wbat you see here is my tortured heart 
and the depth of my lonely soul” she told a 
reporter who visited her first exhibtion in 
Egypt. 

The 59-year-old former queen now lives 
the life of a commoner in a three-room 
apartment in Paris, creating an that reflects 
her turbulent and often sad life. Romantic 
landscapes of the Nile betray her deep nos- 
talgia for her country during years of self- 
imposed exile. 

Farida, one of die most popular contem- 
porary queens of Egypt, resorted to painting 
as a “salvation from years of dark despair." 
with affected gaiety, she says she is now on 
the mend, but melancholy still lurks in her 
deqp drown eyes. 

“For years I lived out of suitcases, running 
from one friend to another." she said.** 1 have 
known times when I had no money, when 1 
dreaded being side for fear I might not be able 
to afford treatment. These were the most dif- 
ficult years (rf my life. I am glad they arc 
over" 

Farida was born Safi Naz Zulfikar. the 
daughter of a wealthy and well-placed family. 
The 18-year-old Farouk married the 17- 
year-old girl in 1 938 and named her Farida, 
the Arabic word for “peerless.” 


"We were deeply in love." she says. In 1 1 
years, she bore him three daughters, Feryal, 
Fawzia and Fadia. aod it is said the king 
divorced her in 1 94S because he wanted a son 
who could one day ascend the throne. 

Farouk, who died in 1 965, hud u son by his 
second wife. The son was born in 1952. just 
months before Farouk was deposed. 

Elderly sources, who lived dose to the 
Royal family, say Farida asked for the 
divorce after she was told that a French t*pcra 
singer was seen -leaving the royal bed 
chamber one night in Kubhch Palace. 

Although she was "deeply shocked" by the 
affair, she says she was nevertheless happy to 
see her daughters from time to time when 
they would visit her at her palatial residence 
within sight of the pyramids. There Farida 
lived in the style befitting a queen. 

“The revolution came, and with it more 

shocks and pain " Farida recalls of the period 
in 1 952 when Farouk was toppled an ordered 
by a military junta to leave the country. 

Like many other wealthy families, Farida 
was stripped of her wealth and her 2.U00 
hectares of land was confiscated. Her daugh- 
ters accompanied the King to Rome and she 
was left alone. 

“I have lived two lives, the life of a queen 
and that of a common person. But in between 
] have suffered deep depression. My children 
gone, my possessions gone. 

‘*1 needed something to save me." she said. 
“I stoned painting.” 

Although the new rulers of Egypt slighted 
the old aristocracy, Farida was never 
offended or attacked. She was forbidden to 
leave the country unless she promised not to 


meet her hnsband. 

She did not see her children until she Icfr 
Egypt in 1963 for Lebanon, where she 
remained for four years. 

It was nut until she went to Paris, drawn by 
the more stimulating artistic life, lhat Farida 
felt what it was in be a commoner. 

"It vras not so much doing my own shop- 
ping. cookirig my own food and cleaning my 
liny house lhat mattered” she said. ’‘If I had 
had enough money it could have heen differ- 
ent. I was totally confused. 

"Although I was no more a queen, iu 
Lebanon I was very respected. I was shown 
deference. I was protected by family and 
friends. 

"In the West, and in Europe especially, a 
woman alone is defenseless, she is exposed to 
everything, unless of course she is kept.” 

By 1974. when Farida first returned to 
Egypt, she was an established artist. Parisians 
sought out her roaumic paintings of Egypt as 
well as her sad but touching portraits mostly 
of peasants and children. 

The years nf hardship have given her an 
aura of strong deter miration KhinJ a gentle 
smile. 

"Today, wherever 1 go. and mostly in 
Egypt aod other Arab countries. I am shown 
lots of affection and respect — nos the kind 
that I drew when I was a queen, but rather a 
mixture of admiration and tenderness.’ * 

"1 think people are proud of me for having 
continued to live an honorable and dignified 
life and not having allowed myscif to be drag- 
ged in the mud. I feel this more deeply in 
Egypt,” she said.

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U.S. warns boat owners 
on refugee mistreatment 


MIAMI, April 29 (Agencies) — The top 
U.S. official on refugees affairs has promised 
tough, federal enforcement against boat 
operators- who overcharge or endanger 
refugees fleeing to the United States hi the 
"freedom flotilla' from Cuba. Bur he- 
declined to sugge^E any immediate limit on 
hbvv many Cubans would be allowed to enter 

this cpUhtfy. 

U.S. Ambassador- at- Large Victor H. 
Palmieri. coordinator for refugee affairs, said 
that the federal government would "'be doing 
its share” to help handle the refugees pouring 
across The 144 km Florida Straits to Key 
West. 

‘‘Hie question is." he said, how do we keep 
from being swamped?” 

When more than 10.U00 Cubans packed 
into the Peruvian embassy in Havana three 
weeks ago, the Carter administration sug- 
gested the United States might accept 3,500 
of them as part of a multi-nation response. 
Palmieri set no limit, saying the ultimate 
question of admitting refugees is up to Con- 
gress and President Jimmy Carter. 

The U.S. Coast Guard, meanwhile, 
expected a heavy death toll from a storm 
which pounded the Florida Straits and dozens 
of boats carrying refugees. 

“I've never seen a storm like that,” a coast 
guardsman said. “1 can't see how there can’t 
be any bodies out there.” 

The two-day storm in the Gulf of Mexico 
and the Florida Straits has already claimed 
the lives of two fishermen found drowned 
under their seven- meter boat, the coast guard 
said. Coast Guard Commander Samuel 
Dennis said he expected the worst. 

“It may be that we have many sinkings and 
deaths,” he said. “The potential fora signif- 
icant loss of life is very, very high.” 

Radioed rescue appeals were many all day 


Sunday — three were 29 in -one- fivts'tnimiie 
period — cpmirtg from boats with inexpert- ' 
ehced crews carrying an undetercamtnl 
□umber of refugee*. The toast guard 
declared a state of emergency: 

Fourteen survivors from boats overturned 
by 140 kilometer an hour winds pulled . from 
the water by the coast guard. Dennis said he 
had no idea of the number or size of boats 
having difficulties. 

A distress signal from an unidentified boat 
saying it was carrying 200 passengers brought 
out four helicopters and two airplanes in con- 
tact with 1 9 coast vessels, but the search was 
announced Monday when no other informa- 
tion came in, coast guard officials said. 

In Washington, Carter ordered the navy 
and the coast guard to search for any brut in 
trouble. The measure followed the 
announcement in Washington that the U.S. 
government was ready to seize boats and 
demand a S 1.000 fine for transporting 
“illegal immigrants" from captains returning 
to port with refugees. The announcement was 
greeted with anger from the Cuban- 
American community — until now heeded by 
the White House. 

The threat was carried out here Monday, 
where customs authorities seized three boats 
pending payments of fines. The boats were 
said to have carried a total of 507 refugees. 
The immigration service demanded $ 
507.000. 

Accoridng to a crewmember of the Capt. 
7J7., which carried 20S refugees, the boat 
took in S 170,000 from the refugees for a 
angle crossing. The Capt. J. H. was perhaps 
the only boat to have a birth during the cros- 
sing. 

Many erf the 3.500 Cuban refugees who 
arrived in Florida, where there were already 
about 500.000 Cuban- Americans, were 
temporarily boused in churches. 


Anderson earns 32 % of poll vote 


NEW YORK. April 29 (AP) - Thirty-two 
per cent of Americans now say they might 
vote for independent candidate John Ander- 
son in the NoV. 4 national elections, a 
nationwide poll has indicated. 

An Associated Prcss-NBC news poll Mon- 
day found th3t nearly two-thirds of those 
interviewed — 65 per cent — said they do not 
know enough about Anderson to have an 
opinion of him. Thirty- five per cent said they 
are familiar with him. 

Asked about the possibility of voting for 
Anderson in November, 32 per cent said it 
was very likely or somewhat likely they would 
cast their ballots for the congressman from 
Illinois. Sixty-two per cent said it was not 
likely they would Vote for him and 6 per cent 
were not sure. 

Anderson left the race for the Republican 
party’s nomination last week <«» begin an 
independent campaign. 

Forty per cent of the independents said 
they might vote for Anderson, while 29 per 
cent of the Democrats and 25 per cent of the 
Republicans said that was possible. 

Anderson’s public image is clearly diat of a 
liberal. Of those who said they know about 
him, 40 per cent said Anderson is a liberal, 29 
per cent said he is a moderate, and 20 per cent 
said he is conservative. 

Twenty-four per cent rated President 


Jimmy Carter as a liberal. 34 per cent as a 
moderate, and 33 per cent as a conservative. 

Republican George Bush has an image 
quite close to Carter's, among those familiar 
with the Republican presidential contender. 
Twenty per cent said Bush is a liberal. 33 per 
cent said a moderate, and 37 per cent a con- 
servative. 

Ronald Reagan, the Republican front- 
runner. is rated the most conservative of all 
the candidates. Sixty- two per cent said he is 
conservative, 17 per cent moderate, and 14 
per cent liberal. 

The poll was taken Friday and Saturday. 
Telephone interviews with 1.603 adults 
nationwide are the basis for the resells. 

For polls with more than ] .600 interview's, 
the results should vary no more than 3 per- 
centage points either way because of sampl- 
ing error. 

Meanwhile, Newscaster Walter Cronkiie, 
one of the most popular men in America, is 
quoted as saying he would join Anderson in 
the 1 980 presidential race. 

The New Republic, a Washing ton -based 
libera] magazine, quoted Cronkite as saying 
he would accept the vice-presidential nomi- 
nation if invited by Anderson. “Td be so 
honored to be asked, I wouldn’t turn it 
down,” Cronkite is quoted as telling the 
magazine. 
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S. Africa students arrested 


JOHANNESBURG, April 29 (AP) 
Police equipped with riot guns and gas masks 
Tuesday arrested several hundred “ colored” 
students protesting unequal* education in this 
racially segregated nation, the South African 
Press Association reported. 

SAP A, quoting parents, said police 
entered school premises, apd with tear gas 
guns chased children and parents through die 
streets of die Westbury colored township 
near here. 

An operations commanding officer, iden- 
tified as Brig. J. Swanepoel, denied that viol- 
ence had been used in taking 1 5 vanloads of 
youngsters to the Newlands police station. 
He said that not all the children involved had 
been taken into custody. “The children were 
assemblin g illegally, so they were arrested for 
contravening (die) Riotous Assemblies Act 
It’s as simple as- that.” SAP A quoted him as 
saying. 


Mrs. Lorraine Donson was quoted as say- 
ing police struck her even though she was six 
months pregnant. 

“They swore at me and said coloreds 
(mixed race) were bitches. They said I would 
have my baby out of my mouth. There were 
about 10 police,” she reportedly said. 

Another woman told SAPA that police 
threatened to break down die door of her 
home if she didn't open iL “When I opened 
the door they hit me and my daughter and 
swore at me. I was told they arrested children 
and were hitting them in the cells at Newlands 
police station,” she was quoted as saying. 

Most of the students apparently were 
released, but 12 were to appear in court 
Tuesday. Nine blades were detained by police 
for stoning school roofs in Mamelodi, where 
black high school students Monday for die 
first time joined the demonstrations for equal 
government expenditure on the education of 
all race groups.

ATHENS. April 29 (AP) — The Greek 
Parliament foiled again Tuesday to elect a 
new head of state, as Premier Constantine 
Karamanlis received fewer than the 200 
votes required to be elected in die second 
round of balloting. 

A third and final round follows next Mon- 
day., when candidates need only 180 votes 
from the 300- member angle chamber house 
to be elected. 

In the event of Karamanlir not receiving 
the necessary 180 votes in the third ballot. 
Parliament is automatically dissolved and 
general elections are sched* *ed to be held. 

Only 200 deputies voted in the second 
round, with seven parliamentarians absent, 
including Karamanlis, who, as in- the first bal- 
lot, withdrew from the chamber before voting 
began. 

Karamanlis received 1 8 1 of the total votes. 


against 179 on the first ballot last week, 
which also required a majority of 200 votes. 

As in the first round of voting, Greece’s 
major opposition party, the Panhellenic 
Socialist Movement, led by Andreas Papan- 
dreou. Was present in the chamber but abs- 
tained from voting. The bulk of the votes for 
Karamanlis came from his own ruling new 
democracy party, which holds 173 seats 
excluding the premier 1 s own. 

the blank ballots appear again to have 
included those of the 11-member Moscow- 
line Greek Communist party. 

The result of the second round makes 
Karamanlis’ election as bead of state on the 
third round of voting almost certain. How-

Typically, die terrorist groups use violence 
to force attention to their causes, though it is 
FBI policy not to yield to terrorist demands. 
In mid- March die Croatian Freedom Fight- 
ers claimed responsibility for the bombing of 
a bank in New York Qty and demanded 
immediate publicity for their call for an inde- 
pendent Croatia, and a stop to U.S. finanriwl 
and military aid to Yugoslavia. 

But groups representing separate Serbian 
and Croatian terrorist factions have in the 
past sought to advance their cause through 
assassination and random bombings, a matter 
of concern to FBI experts. 

Present FBI guidelines for use of infor- 
mants and intrusive surveillance techniques 
are adequate to deal with terrorist groups 
now operating in the United States, in Webs- 
ter's opinion. About a dozen ‘groups and 50 
individuals are now targets of such domestic 
security investigations, he said. 

Roger Young, the FBI’s chief spokesman, 
who a few years ago coordinated the search 
for Carlos Torres, one of the alleged FALN 
members arrested in Evanston, said the main 
problem in tracking such groups is that they 
are small, and with the help of sympathizers, 
blend into the communities where they live. 

Young noted, for instance, that the FBI 
was chasing FALN — for Armed Forces of 
National Liberation — for some time after a 
bomb killed four persons at historic Fraunces 
Tavern near New York’s Wall Street in 1 975 
without knowing who the suspects were. Tor- 
res was first identified after a Chicago burglar 
was arrested for selling dynamite he’d stolen 
from Torres’ apartment in 1976. 

The FALN arrests tins month also were the 
result of a lucky break — police were tipped 
by a suspicious neighbor. “ The strongest 
weapon we have going for ns today infighting 
terrorism is the alertness of the local 
populace and police, " Young said.

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Doe uneasy ' amid Liberia ’s adulation

MONROVIA, April 29 (AP) — 
Wherever Liberia’s new chief of state. 
Master Sergeant Samuel K. Doe. appears 
in the streets of Monrovia, huge crowds 
form spontaneously to cheer him and his 
military regime, 

“Id's not me you should be cheering, but 
the Liberian masses who have at long last 
taken power into their own hands," the 
slim, tough -looking Doe told one joyful 
crowd that halted his motorcade on down- 
town Broad Street. 

The 28-year-old leader is modest about 
his own achievements and seems uncom- 
fortable with the personality cult that 
often surrounds African chiefs of state. 
His official biography admits that he never 
finished high school. 

He has a fierce national pride, however, 
and says he believes God guided the army 
coop that swept away more than 1 50 years 
of political and economic do mina tion by 
the freed American slaves who founded 
Liberia. 

One of his first acts after seizing power 
April 12 was to order a week of prayer to 
thank God for the takeover. 

Doe is Liberia’s first chief of state from 
outside the five- per cent minority of black 
American settlers. He has never been out- 
side Africa. 

At 1 7 he enlisted in Liberia’s small pro- 
fessional army and was trained by Ameri- 
can or American-taught instructors. Last

On base. Doe found friends from his 
Krahn tribe, a small minority dan from 
the northeast corner of Liberia. They 
chatted in the Krahn language, which few 
other Liberians understand. They were 
strongy influenced by leftist opposition 
leader Gabriel Baecus Matthews. Matth- 
ews was being persecuted by the conserva- 
tive government of President William 
Tolbert, for criticizing the Americo- 
Liberian “old guard" as corrupt and dic- 
tatorial. 

Ironically, Doe and his comrades had 
undergone commando training to streng- 
then Tolbert s defense against Matthews. 

In March, Matthews and several of his 
friends were charged with treason and 
there were rumors that they would be 
executed. 

At 1 a.m- April 12, Doe and 17 army 
bodies stormed Monrovia’s presidential 
mansion, killed Tolbert and proclaimed 
themselves the “People's Redemption 
Council.” 

Within an hoar. Doe set Matthews free 
and named him foreign minister. 

Tolbert had been chairman of the 
Organization of African Unity, an honor 
Doe now claimed for himself. The 51- 
nation African body rejected his claim. 

Doe then sent Matthews to an OAU 


summit in Lagos, Nigeria. Friends say he 
was deeply offended when the Nigerian 
authorities refused to let Matthews in. 

Doc named a government of civilians 
and army officers, but insisted that his 
Redemption Council of enlisted men 
could overrule any government decision. 

The council s first major derision was 
the execution of 13 high officials of the 
Tolbert regime. Official sources -say the 
government almost unanimously opposed 
the mass public execution, while the 
Redemption Council was itself divided, 
particularly over U.S. Ambassador 
Robert Smith delivered a strongly- 
worded plea for mercy. 

The informants say Doe might have 
taken Smith’s advise. But the majority of 
the council objected. 

The disorderly mass execution aroused 

an outcry inside and outside Liberia and 
even the Liberian government press 
denounced it, setting Doe's regime off on 
a bad public relations footing. 

Doe has tried hard to stop looting and 
disorderly conduct by his own undiscip- 
lined troops. When notified of misconduct 
by troops, he rushes to the scene and * . 
asserts his authority. Three soldiers were 
executed soon after the takeover for loot- 
ing. 

He has promised that the troops "will 
return to the barracks where they belong 
when things have calmed down".

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Third World demands 


larger vote in IMF 


HAMBURG, April 29 (R) — With many 
of their people suffering desperate poverty — 
often meaning a life expectancy of only 30 to 
40 years — the developing countries are mak- . 
ing a new attempt to gain influence in the 
world’s leading monetary authority, the 
International Monetary Fund (IMF). 

Membership of 140 countries In the IMF 
ranges from the highly developed countries 
of die West, such as the United States and 
Japan. ..to small ones, like Botswana. Cape 
■ Verde and -Djibouti:. - - . 

IMF members account for about 30 per 
cent of total worid production and 90 per cent ' 
of world trade. 

As far as voting-power is concerned, it is 
money that talks in the IMF. Instead of one 
country-one vote, the amount of power a 
country has in IMF councils depends on the 
amount of cash it pomps into the organiza- 
tion. 

Western businessmen see this as absolutely 
'natural and proper for ensuring a common 
sense, businesslike attitude to the problems 
at Ae world economy and making sure that 
money is spent carefully — not thrown away. 

But many Third World leaders feel that 
although tins may make sense the rich-poor 
structure of the world is not going to change 
without pressure being brought in order to 
force some of the wealth to be redistributed. 

“ We most have a bigger share of resources 
and a bigger share of the voting power,” said 
a Third World delegate at a meeting of IMF 
groups, winch has just ended here. 

The IMF often has been accused of being 
unduly influenced by the United States, the 
nation which supplies die biggest proportion 
of its funds. Complaints often are made that 
the United States and other leading industrial 
countries impose their economic win upon 
the rest of the world. When a country runs 
into financial trouble, the dark-suited men 
from the IMF descend with their brief cases 
and advise government leaders to do such 
things as tightening credit and public spend- 
ing and adjusting their domestic industries to 
more profitable areas before money is sup- 
p lied fr om the IMF offers. . 


IMF supporters argue tins is the only way 
to build a solid economic base in the Third 
_ World that win eventually benefit everybody. 

But there are suspicions among developing 
. countries that although Western aid an 
advice might be well- meaning , tiie basic situ- 
ation will not change unless they can achieve 
real power and drift real resources to poorer 
regions. Many developing countries look 
with envy at the success of the oil-exporting 
countries and their powerful diplomatic posi- 
tion ip the world.

Most finance ministers and central bankers 
in the ‘‘group of 24,” a caucus of developing 
nations, also want changes and are working 
through the system. 

They issued a communique in Hamburg 
calling for a bigger share in the IMF. 

Each I{4F member country is assigned a 
quota that lays down its voting and borrowing 
power. The group of 24 called for an increase 
in the share of developing countries in fond 
quotas from approximately 33 per cent to 45 
per cent. 


The IMF s Interim Committee, its mam 
policy-making body, responded in its own 
communique instructing IMF executives to 
start exa mining in depth the recommenda- 
tions <rf the “group of 24”. 

IMF officials here stressed they were well 
aware of the appalling problems of Third 
World countries and the difficulties they will 
encounter in trying to pay their increased oil 
import bills. 

One problem at present is that the tag 
industrial nations are beset by increased 
inflation, and rising unemployment. 

Against this background, the next stage in 
the struggle of developing countries to 
increase power within the IMF will take place 
at the IMF s annual meeting in Washington 
this autumn.

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Technical problems in 
three CH-53 helicopters 
resulted in aborting a U.S. 
military commando mis- 
sion to rescue American 
hostages in Tehran. The 
: aborted, mission then 
turned into a rendezvous 
with death as one helicop- 
ter and a C-130 transport 
plane collided while taking 
off from the Posht-e- 
Badam staging area some 
250 miles from Tehran. 

The collision resulted in 
eight men dead and four 
suffering severe burns. At 
the moment of the colli- 
sion, task force comman- 
ders decided to abandon 
all the helicopters and 
evacuate in only the 
C-130s. The helicopters 
were left behind when the 
mission was aborted. 

The American aircraft 
took off late Thursday 
from two points. Eight 
large CH-53 helicopters, 
each capable of carrying 55 
passengers, lifted off the 
carrier VSS Nimtiz cruising 
in the northern Arabian 
Sea or Gulf of Oman. Six 
C-130 transport planes 
took off from an airfield 
near Cairo, Egypt. 

Because planners 
judged beforehand that six 
helicopters were needed 
for the mission, and three 
of the eight had already 
malfunctioned, the mission 
was aborted.

Let’s assume you're 
declarer at four hearts and 
West leads the jack of spades. 
There seems to be. nothing to 
the play, but when you win lie 
spade hi dummy with the 
queen lead a .trhmp to 
your queen. East shows out 
and yqu learn that, toe ten 
“sure’/tricks you started with 
are not pteariy .as certain as 
you thought they were. 

Let’s say yon next cash the 
A-K of spades, discarding a 
diamond from dummy, and 
then, with fingers crossed, 


play the A-K-Q of elute, 
hoping west will follow suit 
But West ruffs the third round 
of clubs, shifts to a diamond, 
and' you go down one. 

You might think you were 
very unlucky to run into a 5-0 
tniipp division, and you might 
even wonder why these things 
always seem to happen to you. 
But if you think about it some 
more, you realize that you 
could have — and should have 
— made the contract 

Instead of discar ding a 
diamond from dummy when 
you played the A-K of spades, 
you should have discarded the 
queen of dubs 5 You could then 
cash dummy’s A-K of chibs, 
getting by this hurdle safely, 
lead a low. trump to your ten 
and th«i {day the ten of clubs, 
ruffing high in dummy, if 
necessary. This sequence of 
plays would have brought 
home your tenth trick. 

Actually, there’s nothing 
fancy about this method of 
play — it just looks fancy. It 
cannot cost you a trick to 
discard the queen of clubs, 
and at the same time it greatly 
increases your chance to 
make toe contract. The fact is 
that if the queen of clubs in 
dummy . had been the deuce of 
clubs, you surety would bave 
fallowed this course of play, 
discarding the dub deuce on 
your king of spades, and would 
easily have .made the 
contract.

TEHRAN, April 29 (AP) — A churchman 
arrived Tuesday in Tehran to take charge of 
the bodies of the L/.S. commandos killed in 
the failed hostage rescue mission. 

Greek Catholic Archbishop Hilarion 
Capucd said he would accompany the eight 
bodies “to another country and hand them 
over to the International Red Cross for deliv- 
ery to their families” 

“Ido not want to have any contact with the 
U-S.,’’ he said, and did not name the neutral 
country he would take the bodies to or give a 
timetable. The Swiss news agency said the 
bodies would be flown to Zurich this week. 


Hie papal representative in Tehran, Mon- 
signor Annibale Bugnini. said he expected 
Capudji to conduct a religious service for the 
eight in Tehran Wednesday. 

Capucci. who spent three years in an Israeli 
jail for smuggling guns to the Palestinians and 
who with the hostages cm Easter, came to 
Tehran from Rome. The bodies he is to take 
charge of are in a Tehran morgue. Tehran 
Radio said Capucci left Tehran Tuesday to 
visit the scene of the rescue mission staging

The bulletin, which came only eight days 
before the president's 88th birthday, meant 
Tito’s conditon was still very grave but sug- 
gested the president may be entering another 
phase of stabilization while his team of eight 
physicians try desperately to keep him alive. 

It was the third day running that the bulle- 
tin made no mention of any of the illnesses 
Tito is suffering from. These include internal 
bleeding, kidney failure, heart weakness, 
pneumonia and high fever. 


President Abolhassan Bani-Sadr said 
Monday they would be turned over to rep- 
resentatives of Pope John Paul II, the Inter- 
national Red Crass and the Swiss govern- 
ment for transfer to the United States. How- 
ever. the Vatican said Capucci was not 
authorized to act for iL 

Iran's defense minister. Mostafa Ali 
Cham ran, said Tuesday the American hos- 
tages should be released once U.S. “mis- 
deeds' ' have been exposed to the world. In an 
interview broadcast by Tehran Radio, he said 
the 53 hostages were seized originally “to put 
U.5 foreign policy in the dock" 

Cham ran. a member of the Iranian parlia- 
ment. said the hostages “should be released 
at the appropriate time because they are not 
our target. Our target is U.S. colonialist pol- 
icy.” 

The commandos were killed Friday when a 
C- ! 30 transport and a helicopter collided ata 
desert refueling site 250 km east of Tehran as 
the American task force was preparing to 
withdraw. Bodies, wrapped in plastic bags, 
were brought to the occupied U.S. embassy in 
the Iranian capital Sunday and showed to 
reporters and TV crews. 

The plastic and cloth wrappings in which 
the remains were transported were opened to 
show the identification tags and the bodies. 
At one point. Ayatollah Khaikhali. who 
supervised the affair, held up a charred limb 
to show a wristwatch to a group of Iranian 
and foreign journalists invited to the embassy 
compound by the militant Muslim students 
who seized it last Nov. 4. 

In San Antonio. Texas, on Monday to visit 
five injured survivors of the rescue mission. 
President Jimmy Cuter told reporters: 

Tm filled with a sense of abhorrence and 
horror at the actions of Iranian officials in 
recent days who violated all principles of 
humanity and decency by exhibiting the 
bodies of the fellow Americans of these brave 
men in Iran. 

“They (the Iranians) did not and could not 
bring dishonor on those who fell in the per- 
formance of their duty," he said. “They only 
brought dishonor on themselves, and they 
radicated by this inhumane act of displaying 
these bodies the kind of people with whom 
we have been dealing to try to secure the 
freedom of our fellow Americans.” 

Meanwhile. Iran’s army mobilized Tues- 
day for an offensive against Kurdish rebels in 
Sanandaj. 

Tehran radio said residents in Sanandaj 
were told by bullhorn to evacuate their 
homes Tuesday and head to the army garri- 
son so that government troops who have 
deployed throughout the dty can battle 
Kurdish rebels and “see to these sinners once 
and for all.” 

The Kurds have been battling Iran's cen- 
tral government for autonomy off and on for 
months.

Indonesians air grievances 


JAKARTA, April 29 (AP) — Unhappy 
Indonesians have in the past year found a new 
outlet for their complaints: parliament. 

The “Angsana Sik” popularized the habit 
of showing up unannounced at the national 
legislature to air grievances. 

Six men from the west Java village of Ang- 
sana arrived in Jakarta a year ago. setting in 
motion a chain of events that included their 
arrest, wrangling among leaders and officials 
and demands for a fresh crackdown on cor- 


ruption. 

The six accused a former village head and 
other local office holders of stealing their 
land, misappropriating funds and other mis- 
deeds. They said repeated protest to district 
and regional authorities since 1972 went 
unheeded so they hopped on a bus to the 
capital. 

Newspapers publicized - their quest and 
several parliamentarians promised to help. 
The Angsana Six did not return home heroes, 
however. There they were detained for 
allegedly slandering local officials. 

Thib attracted still more attention. Gov- 
ernment leaders finally ordered an investiga- 
tion that turned up corruption, extortion and 
an attempted cover-up involving local police, 
civil servants and soldiers. About 20 were 
ousted from office. 

The sources of the Angsana Six Inspired 
others to seek redress through personal 
appeals to parliament. If nothing else, some 
of them said, it publicized their cause. 

-Records show more than 1 00 land disputes 
were brought to the capital in the following 
eight months. Pilots of Garuda. the state air- 
line. sought support for their salary demands 
earlier this year. 

Workers from other industries presented 
their side of labor- management conflicts. 
Opponents of capital punishment last month 
urged parliament to abolish the death pen- 
alty. 

Truckloads of college students arrived Feb. 
1 1 to oppose measures that would curb some 
campus activities. 

The official news agency. Antara, recently 
reported that the army’s chief of staff 
regarded such measures as effective safety 
valves. It quoted Gen. Widodo as saying 


public criticism channeled through parlia- 
ment was within tolerable limits and natural 
in a democracy. ■ 

This might seem routine in the West, but is 
regarded as significant in a country whose 
parliament has had little effect on major 
political events.

DPR from its in Indonesian — as a 
forum for discontent coincides with efforts 
within the body to shed its image, as a^weak. 
arm of the military-backed government. 

Hie DPR has ■ titrated power under the 
1 945 constitution. Neither President Suharto

Diplomatic observers say thsit until 
recently it seldom used the prerogative it had. . 
The DPR can initiate legislation, hold inde- 
pendent commissions of inquiry and summon 
government officials for questioning!. 

Cabinet ministers are now being called out 
to the architecturally- modern parliament in 
die suburbs to answer questions. A few new 
laws are said to be in the works. 


The number of votes it has taken can be 
counted on the fingers of one hand. But this is 
explained by the national ideal of “mus- 
jawarah.” or talking until consensus is 
reached. 


The DPR has 360 elected members and 
100 appointed. Together with another 460 
provincial and district officials, they comprise 
the People’s Consultative Assembly, the 
country’s highest authority, at least according 
to the constitution.

SPRINGFIELD, Illinois, April 29 ( AP) - 
Some say th£y want the pleasure of “ pulling 
the switch on John W. Gacy. ” Others say it 
would be lib? jury duty. A minister, a funeral 
director, a boro- again Christian — looking 
for a job as executioner. 

Hundreds of letters have poured in from 
around the; country and overseas since 
authorities said in mid-March that they were 
thinking of using volunteers to carry out the 
state of Illinois' death penalty law. 

The idea first was voiced when Gacy was 
convicted of killing 33 young 'men and 
boys and sentenced to death. 

“ Nothing would give me greater pleasure 
than pulling the switch on John W. Gacy Jr. ” 
wrote a 73-year-old man. Gacy is one of 26 
men sentenced to die in Illinois’ electric chair. 

The state has no official “ volunteer 
executioner ” program, but the department 
of corrections does not want its employees to 
perform any executions, said Michael Lane, 
an assistant Illinois corrections director. 

One volunteer, a 42-year-old navy vete- 
ran, is a New York prison inmate. “ I will 
soon... be appearing before the board of 
parole and I do need a job, plus a new start in 
life. I know little about electricity, but then 
again, I am quick to learn.” 

A 38-year-old Illinois technician and 
“ born-again Christian ” wrote “ I believe 
in capital punishment and look on this act as I 


do jury duty... realizing that evqrryone 
not feel this way, 1 feel compelled to v 
teer. ”
